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F. D. Roosevelt High School 
Progressing On Schedule

_ With 50% of the project completed, the construction of the 
ranklm D. Roosevelt Senior High School is moving ahead of 
e ^ u ^ e > is expected to meet the projected opening date of 
September 1975. The 101-room structure is located on a 40-acre 
_nangular-shaped site occupying the central portion of the Smith- 
wmg tract east of the Baltimore-Washington Parkway in Green- 


Visible from Greenbelt Road is 
the wedge-shaped auditorium 
which is about 75% complete and 
the rectangular commons, about 
85% finished. Connecting behind 
and to the north of these units is 
the 2,400 pupil capacity academic 
wing and gymnasium which is a- 
bout 40% complete. 

Virtually all of the exterior brick 
work on the academic wings is 
finished. After the building is un¬ 
der roof, the medium brown brick 
will be washed down to remove' 
excess mortar. 

Electrical, plumbing, heating and 
air conditioning work is progres¬ 
sing inside the building. In the 
main, the interior walls are cin- 
derblock. A number of demount¬ 
able walls will be installed to al¬ 
low for larger classrooms. 

The athletic fields, situated be¬ 
hind and to the west of the school 
and fronting on Hanover Parkway, 
will soon be permanently seeded. 
In the near future, the parking 
lots will be paved with bitumin¬ 
ous. Located to the north and east 
of the school, the lots have a ca¬ 
pacity for 859 cars. 

The building is arranged on 
three levels - ground, first, and 
second - in an extremely compact 
configuration. Because the site 
slopes naturally downward from 
east to west, the school is built 
into a hill with the ground level 
only a partial floor; that is, the 
structure rises two stories on the 
NASA side and three on the Han¬ 
over Parkway side.

GHI First-Quarter 
Budget Expenditures 

by A1 Skolnik 

The Greenbelt Homes, Inc. heat¬ 
ing renovation program, which got 
started in the first quarter of 1974, 
was largely responsible for the 
excess of disbursements over bud¬ 
geted expenses in the first three 
months. According - to the fiscal 
statement prepared by GHI comp¬ 
troller Don McGinn, the corpora¬ 
tion spent $885,600 in the three- 
month period ending March 31, 
1974—about $64,000 more than the 
amount anticipated when the bud¬ 
get was prepared in December 
1973. 

The single largest item account¬ 
ing for this $64,000 shortfall was 
$41,170 for the frame home fuel 
atomizing burners. This item had 
not been budgeted for but was 
authorized later to meet the fuel 
crisis. Materials used in the heat¬ 
ing program also exceeded antici¬ 
pated costs by about $7,000. 

In the matter of fuel oil, the 
frame homes reported some $10,000 
more spent than budgeted for in 
the first quarter, but the brick 
homes reported some $11,600 less. 
Part of this difference is accoun¬ 
ted for since fuel oil prices for 
the frame homes (which mostly 
use a different type oil than the 
brick homes) rose faster than 
those for the brick homes during 
this period. Consumption of fuel 
oil in the first quarter was some 
75,000 gallons less in 1974 than in 
1973. 

Other major disbursement items 
that exceeded first-quarter expec¬ 
tations were the frame home trim 
paint and roof programs. Because 
of the favorable weather, the frame 
home trim paint program got star¬ 
ted earlier than usual (there is no 
trim paint program for the brick 
homes this year),* 

As a result, the corporation ex¬ 
pended $11,169 more in the first 
quarter than anticipated. This 
item will even itself out however, 
as the year proceeds. 

Roof Costs 

The frame home roof program 
also got off to an early start, ex¬ 
pending $7,900 in the first three 
months, against $1,200 budgeted. 
On the other hand, the flat roof 
program for the brick homes ex¬ 
pended $800 during the first quar¬ 
ter, as against $4,000 forecast. 

Another item with excessive 
costs in the first quarter was the 
water and sewer bill, which ended 
up $5,800 more than predicted. This 
first quarter bill was an estimate 
by Washington Suburban Sani¬ 
tary Commission; meter readings 
later on will supposedly change the 
picture. 

Most other expenditure items 
showed small differences from the 
budgeted figures. Grounds main¬ 
tenance. for example, reported 
some $2,000 more exnended than 
anticipated. Trash disposal costs 
were $700 less. Administrative and 
service costs were $900 more. 

As is always the case because of 
the seasonal nature of GHI expen¬ 
ditures, first-quarter income does 
not equal expenditures. For the 
first three months of 1974, this defi¬ 
cit amounted to $161,200. The com¬ 
parable deficits in 1973 and 1972 
were $26,000 and $21,700. Of course, 
the first-quarter fiscal statement 
does not reflect the additional reve¬ 
nues produced by the 5%-6% in-r 
crease in monthly charges voted by 
the membership on April 17.

The city council has before it 
suggestions made by the city s 
Advisory Planning Board and 
Park and Recreation Advisory 
Board, as well as its own ideas. 
The main issue^ involves parcel 1 
land running north of Northway 
which contains in toto about 130 
acres. (See maps on page 4.) 

Just east of parcel 1 and along¬ 
side the Baltimore-Washington 
Parkway, the city received two 
years ago a 14-acre triangular 
wedge of surplus Agricultural Re¬ 
search Center land. Under the 
terms of the donation by the Fed¬ 
eral Government the city is re¬ 
quired to augment the 14 acres 
with another 15-acre purchase of 
adjacent land by 1977 and develop 
a park plan for both tracts. . 

The council’s current thinking 
is to purchase not 15 acres but 
about 29 acres in parcel 1. The 
$950,000 bond issue approved by 
the electorate in November 1968 
has about $95,000 ticketed for pur¬ 
chase of parcel 1 land. The pur¬ 
chase price of the 29 acres is es¬ 
timated at four times this amount, 
and the city is hopeful that a ma¬ 
jor part of the difference can be 
made up through Federal or State 
open-space grant money. 

Differences 

There is some difference of op¬ 
inion as to which parts of parcel 
1 should be acquired. The city 
council has developed a proposal 
for acquiring a strip of land (24,5 
acres) along the northern bound¬ 
ary of the city connecting Laurel 
Hill road to the recently acquired 
surplus land and a second strip 
of land (4.2 acres) along the east¬ 
ern boundary of the city connect¬ 
ing the surplus land to the Board 
of Education property adjacent 
to the landfill. 

The APB and the city manager’s 
staff originally had recommended 
acquisition of a 30-acre strip ex¬ 
tending from the northern city 
limits to the Board of Education 
property to the south, along the 
eastern border of parcel 1 for use 
as a wilderness park. About half 
of such an acquisition would be 
a stream valley and flood plain. 

The council has generally held 
that there is not much to be gain¬ 
ed by acquisition of flood plain 
land since such land, regardless 
of who owned it, would have to 
stay in undeveloped form. 

PRAB has recommended the ac¬ 
quisition of 15 acres north of the 
Board of Education property and 
adjacent to the surplus land do¬ 
nation to meet the city’s require 
ments for use as a neighborhood 
park. 

Parcel 2 

In addition to parcel acquisi¬ 
tion, the council has proposed 
purchasing 4 acres on the south 
side of Hamilton Place (in parcel 
2) opposite the GHI administra¬ 
tion offices. PRAB has recom¬ 
mended a 10-acre purchase there 
and the APB has made no recom
